Antioch Township Supervisor Jim Fields 
received a boost in his bid for reelection to 
the Lake County Board with the endorsement 
of the Republican organizations of Antioch, 
Lake Villa and Grant townships. 

Fields and Lake Villa Township Supervisor 
Fred Popp. received the near unanimous sup- 
port of the township organizations which 
make up three-fourths of the fourth district. 
Only Avon Township did not endorse Fields 
and Popp. V 

The support in that GOP organization is so 
fragmented between the two candidates and 
former County Board Member Jee Tobolik of 
Ingleside that none of the three could garner 
the two-thirds majority needed for en- 
dorsement. \) 



According to several sources, a' fourth can- 
didate, former County Board Member Janet 
Kapischke of Lindenhurst, has been. unable 
to gather much support in her bid. 

The four candidates are seeking two seats, 
hi the March 20 Republican Primary. Don 
Mason of Lake Villa is the lone Democrat 
who will try to unseat a Republican in the 
November, 1984 general election. Incumbent 
Republican Howard (Bud) Scott of Lake 
Villa Township is not seeking re-election. 
Fields is the other incumbent. 

Antioch Township GOP Chairman Charles 
Kempf said that his organization's en- 
dorsement decision was unanimous in favor 
of Popp and Fields. He and Lake Villa Town- 
ship Chairman Glenn Moore both said that

but on further investigation found it to be 
Denny's body. 

Lake County Sheriff's Investigator Ross 
Schwartz talked to Denny's mother and his 
girlfriend, Michelle Scribner, 18, who said 
that Denny had been very depressed lately. ' 

Denny's death has officially been deter- 
minea~to _ be a suicide by the Lake County 
Sheriff's Dept., .

jversus William Haley, 41, Antioch, on drug 

trafficking charges, has received another of 

its numerous continuances and is set for a 

calendar call on March 16. 



Florida Assistant States^. Atty. Michael 
Morgan, who had been assigned to the case 
until a short while ago when it was turned 
over to Assistant State's Atty. Jerome Davis, 
said that the state feels that the last im- 
pediment had been removed by the time of 
the last calendar call on Jan. 13. 

In Florida, in a felony prosecution, both at- 
torneys appear before a judge to determine if 
both are ready to go to trail before a trial 
date is met. 

=r Haley has had numerous calendar calls 
since the incident he was arrested for hap- 
pened in April 1981, when a plane carrying 
almost one-half of a million dollars worth of 
marijuana was confiscated by drug 
authorities at the WestPalm Beach Airport. 

Both men arrested at the scene implicated 
Haley, saying he had hired them to fly the 
plane filled with the uncontrolled substance. 

Since Haley's arrest, many prosecutors 
have had the case, one being made a judge in 
the interim. 



This and the constant request for con- 
tinuance by the defense for reasons of 
acquiring witness depositions has kept the 
case rolling from date to date. > 

-^-According to Morgan r although three-years— 
is a longer time then normal for this kind of 
case to be in the preliminary stage, in 
Florida, drug trafficking cases often take 
longer to finalize than homicide cases 
because of their complexity. 

So, barring unforseen circumstances such 
as illness on either side or preemption by a 
homicide case, Haley is now expected to face • 
trial on the charges sometime iri early 
spring. 

The plane confiscated along with the drugs 
at the time of this incident was returned to its 
owner William Zeigler, Round Lake, and 
later recohfiscated at a Fort Meyers, Fla. 
airport because its pilots were armed and 
traces of marijuana were found in the plane. 

Haley had been employed by Zeigler as a 
private pilot. f Zeigler' claimed at. that time 
that the traces that were found were rem- 
nants of the earlier incident of which he had 
no prior knowledge.

but just how you say it

The knack of using special words in 
describing some not too special things has 
always fascinated me. 

With the use of rythmic language fading in- 
to the sunset, being replaced with so-called 
utilitarian words that "get the job done in a 
shorter crisper manner," we may be hearing 
the death knell of future picturesque 
quotations like those that have long been 
memorable because of the sweet sounds they 
bring to one's ears. 

With all due consideration given to the 
time frame when some of these well-known 
phrases went down in history, we all know 
that history repeats itself. 

What if the same people were put in iden- 
tical circumstances today?- Would their 
remarks on the subject, given in 1984's ver- 
nacular, be worthy of future historic note? 

Comedian Bob Newhart touches on this 
idea in one of his comic monologues which 
has a public relations expert in conference 
with Abe Lincoln just after the battle of Get- 

tysberg. 

In arguing with Lincoln on his proposed 
change of the introduction of his now-famous 
address, Newhart berates the President's 
word refinement that has the speech starting 
with 87 years ago, our grandfathers — . 



Newhart compares the change to that of 
Marc Anthony starting his famous oration 
with, "Hey, I've got something to tell you," 
instead of 'Friends, Romans etc.. 

Would a qoute from a modern day Patrick 
Henry saying, '/If I can't. do my thing, I'd 
rather bite the bullet," go down in history 
like "Give me liberty" did? 

And how many love affairs would be 
enhanced by a poetic note from Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning that doesn't start with 
"How do I love thee," but begins, "You turn 
me on like a three-way bulb." 

On the o^herjiand, _just^s_we_a!lJhave 
looked with askance at "Greeks bearing gif- 
ts," since that night in Troy, we do agree 
today that "There's no free lunch/". 

Does Rev. Moon's doctrine urging us to 
"love everybody/* 1 carry the weight of Will 
Rogers' "I never met a man I didn't like?" 

Would Sidney Carton's death in "tale of 
Two Cities," been as memorable if he had 
preceeded it with, "Here goes my best shot/' 
instead of "It's a far far better thing etc?" 

What if John Kennedy's inaugural address 
had included, "Now that I'm elected, don't 
call me; I'll call you," instead of the famous 
' 'Don' t ask what your country—?
